by the Atomic Energy Act apply 
to all aspects of test preparations, 
Including the time of the tests." 
-This was interpreted in some 
quarters to mean that the rigid 
provisions of the atomic law, pro- 
hibiting transmission 
of 
secret 


data to any foreign power, would 
mean that Britain and Canada 
wouldn't be invited to send ob- 
servers. This policy would be in 
line with the previous Eniwetok 
test of three weapons in April and 
May of 1948, when none but 
American military men and sci- 
entists of the commission

A bomb may have six 
times the blasting power, but this 
does not mean that the area of 
devastation can be multiplied by 
six. 
The blast zone of an ex- 


plosion drops off sharply with dis- 
tance. 


What it does mean is that the

Chameleon Qimality of U. S. 
Reds is Bio; Reason For 
Long Battle Against 
Them Without Decision 


WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 


One confessed to Stalin,

The chameleon quality of Am- 


erican Communism is the prin- 
cipal reason for three decades of 
war against it without a decision. 


The party's policies veer with 


the political winds, indicated by 
Moscow 
weather 
vanes. 
The 


leadership prospers and is purged, 


' according to the Kremlin's whims. 


Today's Communist may be bla- 
tant about his status; tomorrow's 
may 
be 
underground, 
hidden 


from all but his colleagues and 
known only by the infiltiation 
he is able to manage. 


The basis for much of this is 


to be found in the paity's first 
10.- years, from 1919 to 1929, when 
Moscow's 
captains in the field 


followed their orders to hold a 
line, but waged bitter internecine 
strife. 


Between 1919 — when the Am- 


erican Communist Party emerged 
in Chicago with a membership of 
60,000 
(the Communist 
Labor 


Party claimed 6000)—and 1922, 
operations were entirely under- 
ground. 
In 
August, 1S22, the 


leadership was called to a secret 
meeting in a wood near St. Jo- 
seph, Mich. But the department 
of justice knew of the meeting 
and raided it. 
Seized were a 


barrel of party papers, supposed 
to have been burned but in the 
hands of U S. agents before the 
order could be carried out. 


The 
party's 
fuitiveness 
was 


then intensified. 
Three men — 


Professor 
Walacki, Polish intel- 


lectual; Joseph Pogany, a Hunga- 
rian, and Boris Reinstein, one- 
time Russian-Socialist of Buffalo 
—were sent by Moscow as the 
new high command. 
Shortly af- 


ter their arrival, they were heart- 
ened by a more liberal sentiment. 
President Harding pardoned Eu- 
gene V. Debs, the Socialist con- 
victed of espionage. 
The Lusk 


committee ceased to exist in New 
York. 
The 
rards of 
Attorney 


General Palmer were repudiated. 


So, in 1923, the 
Communists 


came out of their holes, renaming 
themselves the Workers' Party. 
The membership was then in the 
neighborhood of 12,000, only 1000 
English speaking and/or Ameri- 
can-born. To such as William Z. 
Foster, who had been indoctri- 
nated on a 1921 trip to Moscow 
with Ella ('-Mother") Bloor, this 
offeied rich ground for conquest. 
Foster had been successively a 
Bryan Democrat, Socialist, 
an- 


archist, Wobbly and AFL organ- 
izer for Samuel Gompers in the 
World War I. 
He played the 


foreign-born, led by the Finnish 
Federation, against the homebreds 
in the third Communist conven- 
tion, in Chicago. When the smoke 
lifted, the American faction—led 
by Jay Lovestone, Ben Gitlow, 
Charles E. Ruthenberg and others 
—had been routed. 


Foster rode high as head of the 


executive committee. 
He follow- 


ed the Moscow line without de- 
viation, listening respectfully to 
the ''Reps" — the emissaries sent 
from the Kremlin to show the 
American bourgeoisie how piole 
tariat uile should be set up. 


The first Foster-dictated effoit 


to "bore from within" came in 
the same year, when the Com- 
mies supported a federated Far- 
mer-Labor party.

At some undetermined place in 


the United States during the last 
of November through December 2, 
the three millionth rural consum- 
er will begin receiving electric 
service from facilities financed by 
the Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture 
• announced 
today. 


REA borrowers are bringing elec- 
tricity to new consumers at the 
rate of about 45,000 a month, or 
one 
every 
15 seconds of each 


working day. 


About 910,000 miles of lines 


constructed with the aid of REA 
financing 
will 
be in operatior 


when the three millionth consum- 
er receives service. The lines are 
part of 973 power systems which 
the borrowers have in op'eration 
to date in the rural areas of 46 
states, Alaska, and the Virgir 
Islands. 
The borrowers'" include 


960 cooperatives, 41 public powei 
districts, 24 other public bodie 
and 25 commercial power com- 
panies. 


Because of the new and com- 


plex problems which confrontec 
•them at the start of the Federa 
rural electrification program ii 
1935, it took REA borrowers seven 
years to connect their first million 
consumers. It took them only five 
and a half years to bring servic 
to the second million, and only 2 
months to serve the third million

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Our Shifting Population Might 
Cause Additional House Seats

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—The U. S. center of 


population will definitely be shoved across the 
west bank of the Wabash river after the 1950 
census. 


For the past 60 years Indiana has claimed 


this honor of being the center-of-population 
state. The 1940 census put it in Sullivan county, 
Indiana, south of Terre Haute. 


In 1780 the center of population was out in 


the Atlantic Ocean, due to the curvature of 
the east coast line and the relatively denser 
population of New England. In 1790 the center 
of population was 20 miles northeast of Balti- 
more. Since then it has gradually been moving 
west, heading towards Leavenworth, Kas., which 
is the geographical center of the country. 


It is anybody's guess—and a good betting 


proposition, too—on where the 1950 center of 
population will show up. The general area will 
be between Paris and Cairo. Illinois, that is, not 
France and Egypt. And a good hunch is that it 
will be not more than 25 miles west of the 
Illinois-Indiana line, which is the Wabash river 
in this area. It's something for the local Cham- 
bers of Commerce in those parts to start arguing 
about. 


Because 
of the heavy postwar migration 


towards the west, there has been some belief 
that the 1950 census would put the center of 
population in Missouri. The "Show Me!" state 
has about every other top honor in government 
now, so why not that? 
East Is Gaining Also 
The trouble with this calculation is that the 


east has been gaining in population as well as 
the west. True, California, Oregon, Washington, 
Arizona and Nevada have gained from 45 to 60 
per cent in the last 10 years. But they had 
greater open spaces and less population to begin 
with. 


What all these and other shifts in population 


amount to for the whole country is a net gain 
of 14 per cent for the past 10 years, or a 
jump from 131,000,000 to over 150,000,000 people. 


Another way of saying it is that every month 


for the past 10 years, the U. S. has been gaining 
population equal to a city the size of Hartford, 
Conn., Nashville, Term., or Akron, Ohio. Or a 
10-year gain equal to the precent combined pop- 
ulation of Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. 


What these changes do to the economy of the 


country is no small potatoes. There is every 
indication the country is going to keep on grow- 
ing at this rate, snarling up traffic still more. 


The formation of 7,000,000 new families in 


the past 10 years has created a lot of new busi- 
ness. Half of America's arnual turnover is 
furnishing goods and services to families—autos, 
housing, furniture, laundry, food. The birth of 
30,000,000 babies in the past 10 years has created 
a vast market for infant wear alone. The leng- 
thening span of life means more business sup- 
plying the aged. 


Congress May Expand 
The increase and shifting peculation also has 


important political implications. Before Jan. 1, 
1951, the Bureal of Census must report to Presi- 
dent Truman and he must advise Congress on 
the exact nose count. The Congress then has 
15 -iays in which to take action on increasing 
the membership of the House of Representatives. 


If no action is taken in that time, the mem- 


bership stays where it is, at 435 congressmen 
The clerk of the House then notifies each state 
how many congressmen it will be entitled to 
elect from 1952 and until the next census. It's 
up TO the .states to figure out their own redistrift- 
ing to accommodate any changes in the number 
of congressmen they may be entitled to. 


Originally there -was one congressman to every 


30,000 people. The 1940 census put the ratio at 
one congressman for every 301,000 people. If the 
size of Congiess is not increased next year the 
ratio will be one f-ongressman for every 350,000 
The number of congressmen—435—hasn't beeu 
changed since 1910. Some people think 435 is 
too many. 


It's 
impossible to predict accurately what 


changes in state delegations will be made next 
year, but this is approximately it: 


California will gain seven to nine seats. Texas 


and Florida will gain one or two. Most of the 
other Southern states may lose one each, due 
to migration of Negroes to the Cleveland-Detroit - 
Chicago area. Oregon and Washington seem sure 
to gain one each. Maybe Michigan and maybe 
Connecticut will gain one apiece. Pennsylvania 
and New York may be close and might gain or 
lose one. Pennsylvania, incidetally, may lose out 
as second most populous state—to California.

Schools That Stand on Then- 
Own Feet Set Fine Standards 


By Bruce Biossat 


The privately endowed college and univer- 


sities generally are feeling a financial pinch. 
Their costs have soared and though their in- 
come has mounted it has not kept pace. Many 
educators in leading institutions are voicing 
serious concern over the future of the private 
schools. They fear the pressure for funds may 
force dozens of schools either to go out of ex- 
istence or accept government bounty. 


The layman might ask: "Why should it 


make any difference where the money comes 
from so long as people have schools to attend?" 


Robert M. Hutchms, chancellor of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, has an answer to the ques- 
tion. He also strikes a ringing note of hope for 
the years ahead. In a statement on his 20th 
anniversary as the top University of Chicago 
executive, he said: "I believe that the principal 
service that can be preformed by independent 
universities is to set standards. This means 
showing hospitality to good men who are pur- 
suing unconventional work, organizing in ac- 
cordance with common sense rather than aca- 
demic tradition, pioneering in the development 
of education programs and methods and main- 
taining academic freedoms." 


The university Hutchins leads is a perfect 


example of these ideas. It was founded with 
the notion that it would serve as a pace-setter 
for other schools in the Middle West. Educators 
acknowledge that it has been just that. The 
great state universities in Michigan, Minnesota, 
Illinois and Ohio are all better institutions be- 
cause of Chicago's bold experiment and high 
standards. In the same way, Harvard, Yale and 
Columbia have provided leadership for eastern 
schools and others throughout the nation. 


Were the private universities not free to 


pioneer as they wished, to pursue all sorts of 
special research tasks without worry over their 
immediate practical value, they could not show 
the way to others. 


It is plainly up to these schools themselves 


whether they can survive. To spurn government 
money means tremendous efforts will have to 
be made to turn up adequate funds from pri- 
vate sources. Right now many energetic fund- 
raising programs are under way and early re- 
ports indicate some success in closing the gap. 


Says Hutchins: ''The independent univer- 


sities will survive as long as they insist on be- 
ing independent and living up to the responsi- 
bilities that independence implies." If they can 
continue to perform services that cannot be 
be done by public institutions, they will not 
disappear from the education scene. 


What Hutchins is really saying is that it is 


just as important to the poor boy who must 
seek out a tuition-free school as it is to a 
wealthy lad to keep Chicago and Harvard and 
Yale and the others in full health. For with- 
out them the state-supported universities would 
not rise so high. 


Ought to Try Movies 


Miss Vivien Kellems, head of a Connecticut 


manufacturing firm, has been feuding with 
Uncle Sam for a long time.

to be an internal revenue collector for the gov- 
ernment.

sue her by refusing to turn over sums due on 
her employes' income taxes.

If Gallstones Are Troublesome 
You May Need an Operation 


Stagnation or slowing of the X 


flow of bile through the gall- 
bladder is believed to be at least 
one of the causes of gallstones. 
Although no one knows exactly 
why 
stagnation 
should 
occur, 


such things as excessive fatness, 
lack of exercise, wearing of cor- 
sets, sagging of the abdominal or- 
gans and long - held position of 
stooping forward may slow the 
bile flow. 


Whatever the cause for the for- 


mation of gallstones, they become 
increasingly common after 30 and 
are most frequent between 40 and 
50. About three - fourths of all' 
cases are in women. 


Gallstones can get caught in the 


duct or passageway leading out 
of the gallbladder and produce 
sever pain and the blockage to the 
flow of bile. Unless this happens 
the symphoms are likely to be 
rather mild, at least at first. The 
most common is 
"indigestion." 


Many people merely complain of 
a sense of fullness in the ab- 
domen and a vague feeling of dis- 
comfort.

Compromise Version 
Of $15,521,398 Bill 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 30— 


(£>)—The Missouri House told the 
Senate Tuesday it is holding out 
for more money for public schools 
state hospitals and the universi- 
ties and colleges. 


By a 42 to 78 vote the house 


rejected a house-senate compro- 
mise version of a $15,521,398 bill 
that included $5,000,000 in state 
aid for public schools. 


One representative 
after an- 


other got up to insist the schools 
should have at least $8,000,000 in 
state aid besides the one-third 
of general revenue already al- 
lotted them. 


The bill as passed by the house 


set additional state aid at 58,000,- 
000. 
But the senate whacked off 


$3,000,000 
and 
the 
conference 


committee 
took 
the 
senate 


amount. 


Supporters of more state aid 


•were backed today by representa- 
tives from counties 
where 
the 


five state colleges are located. 


Those legislators balked at con- 


ference figures for new buildings. 
They said the bill as passed byj 
the house earlier carried "rock 
bottom" figures for needed build- 
ings. 


Conference cuts ranging from 


8100,000 up for each school just 
eliminated the 'buildings altogeth- 
er, they said. 


Only a smal] group of majority 


Democratis stood for adoption of 
the conference version. 
Almost 


all Republicans and about half 
the Democrats formed the bloc in 
opposition to the bill as it stood. 


Immediately after the vote the 


house agreed to ask the senate to- 
morrow for a new conference on 
the bill. 


Then without a bit of argu- 


ment the house passed a catch-all 
appropriation bill totaling $3,449,- 
000. 
The vote was 115 to 5. 


The measure provides funds to 


pay rebates on overpaid taxes, 
gasoline or liquor sales levies and 
other incidentals.

must 
be 


passed by the senate before it 
goes to the governor.

Rep. C. P. Turley (D) of Car-
